REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the instant claims is based on Applicants' 
amendment of January 22, 2003, which requires that Rf is a perfluorocarborn or a 
fluorohydrocarbon group of at least 3 carbons. This limitation overcomes the rejection of the 
claims 10-12, 16, 19 and 20 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
3,590,060. Further, the Declaration of Mr. Curran also overcomes the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) and 102(f) set forth in the previous Office Action.
